Supreme Court Decided Coun-

COUNTY'S SHARE IS $6,000 



Lake county and the township- of 
Warren have lost their fight 'with the 
St. Paul railroad before the state 
Utilities commission and accordingly, 
in the construction of trTe.Gurnee sub- 
way, the railroad Company gets out of 
paying the bulk of the improvement 
which is a.direet benefit to the company 
'rather than to the public. 

The Supreme court last week denied 
a rehearing; in the case, of Dady vs the 
St. Paul rood— and that means that the 
court upheld its decision as made on 
February 20 wherein it upheld the rul- 
ing of the Utilities commission in apr 
portioning the cost which was assessed 
as follows, the total cost to be about 
$30,000: 

Lake county— 20 per cent or $6,000.. 

Warren township— 20 per cent or! 
$6,000. 

St. Paiil-60 per cent or $18,000.

In 
fact, he* was about $69 worth out of 
luck, and he now is bemoining the fact 
that he "fell forthe stofy" which the 
sailor told him. ■'.'.-. 

It seems according that the sailor in 
question stole a full box of shoes from 
one of the warehouses at the station 
and that was how he came into the pos- 
session of so many- pairs. He appar- 
ently kept one pair for himself and Bold' 
the balance to Koestner. The sailor in 
question is now in arrest at Great 
Lakes guard house and will face a court 
marshal.

improvement was one which directly 
effected *the railroad more than the 
. town or county and that it was a case 
where the company should provide pro- 
tection for the public without asking- 
the publicFto help pay for that protec- 
tion. 

Accordingly the county ordered an 
appeal taken from the utilities com- 
mission ruling to the Sangamon county 
circuit court. It is necessary to file, 
such cases appeal of the utilities com- 
mission In the Sangamon court in which 
county Springfield is located, i 

Sangamon court, after hearing the, 
evidence, ruled it would reverse the 
decision of the utilities commission and 
ondered the railroad company to pay 
the entire improvement. The railroad 
company took an appeal from the San- 
gamon circuit court, carrying it to the 
supreme court which has now given its 
final decision whfrein the railroad will 
save thousands of dollars as a result of 
the ruling which says -that Lake county 
and Warren township must share the 
expense of this big and needy improve- 
ment.. 



The nearness to the road on "Stop!" 
signs which the railroads are placing 
near railroad crossings all over the 
county .resulted in the'drafting of a 
resolution of protest at the meeting of 
township highway officials held nt Lib- 
ertyville on laBt Thursday. Copies of 
this resolution will. be / sent to the state 
public utilities commission and. also to 
the various railroads which run through 
the county. 

The protest pointe out that the signs 

are being placed so close "to the road 

that they are a menace to the traffic 

and interfere with the grading of roads.

He is survived by his widow 
and three daughters, the youngest of 
whom is Winifred who is well known to 
the young people of Antioch. 

Enterprise 
there appears the death notice of Mrs.

J. H. Goodrich. The deceased was 
quite .well known here on account of 
having visited here on manv occasions. 
She has been a sufferer from Bright's 
Disease for many months and .has been 
in the Sacred Heart aanatarium at Mil- 
waukee since the. middle of February. 
Her 'death was not unexpected. In 
another column of the same issue is a 
short item, saying that, Mrs. ■ J. H. 
Goodrich is very. ill and that she \b also 
at the Sacred Heart eanitoriura. Her 
condition was such that she was not 
told of the death of her daughter as it 
was feared the shock would prove too 
much for her. 



Illinois Will Give its 

Fighters Bonus of 350 

Springfield, III., April 3.-Without a 
dissenting voice the House committee 
on appropriations reported out with a 
recommendation that it pass, the Per 
kins bill appropriating $500,000 for the 
aid of Illinois needy war. heroes. 

The bill establishes a commission to 
distribute thefUnd, and will be the sole 
judge of applicants merits. The com- 
mission will consist of the governor as 
chairman, the Secretary of State, and 
the adjutant general, as secretary. 

Edwin C. Perkins, Lincoln, author of 
the bill, 'who spent the greater portion 
of the afternoon before r the committee 
seeking favorable action, said: 

"Illinois furnished one-tenth of the 
American fighters. It ought to be 
proud of those boys. The federal aid 
promised' is neither sufficient nor 
prompt. These are our own boys com- 
ing home. Some of them are ill and 
penniless and others are walking the 
streets looking for jobs which we took 
away from them. 

•♦It is the plan of the bill to give 
every needy Illinois soldier $50 and give 
it to him at once.' All he has to do is 
to prove his need to the commission, 
and he will get his money. And with 
the -commission handling the funds, 
there need be no fear of it being 
squandered." 

The bill • will be reported into the 
House Tuesday.

TItASSmJHG. from the, remotest 
times, has revealed a love of 
liberty and Independence which, 
It must he said, -frequently be- 
wildered and even disconcerted dts 
would-be oppressor. v Through Its nu- 
merous vicissitudes It bus retained a 
personality which nothing ever suc- 
ceeded In destroying. Little Is known 
of the city during the Celtic period. 
When the Itomans Invaded Gtiul, they 
discovered on the hanks of the 111, and 
quite near the Rhine, a small village, 
the strategical Importance of which 
they immediately recognized. Perched 
on a relatively high hill, Argentotarum, 
us the Romans named this hamlet, 
dominated the," whole of the fertile 
plain of Alsace and the river valley. 
They therefore fortified it and. estab- 
lished there the general headquarters 
of the legion^ who were especially 
intrusted with the defense of the pas- 
sage of -the Rhine. Tor more than 
three centuries this region remained 
under Roman domination, after which 
lapse of time' It was conquered by a 
powerful Germanic tribe, the Alnmuns. 
For several centuries, Strassburg 
was subjected to, the, continual vicissi- 
tudes of warefafe, says the Christian 
Science Monitor. The Franks suc- 
ceeded the Alamans and after the bat- 
tle of Tolblac In '108, Strassburg and 
the greater part of Alsace were Chris- 
tianized, by Clovls. 

Under the Merovingian dynasty, 
Strassburg was elevated to the dig- 
nity of a royal city. The Carlo vlnglan 
monnrehs even signed scverul of their 
celebrated charters there. However,

The Actronomlcal Clock. 
The great clock of the cathedral hag 
been for nearly six centuries an object 
I of public curiosity und amusement. 
This astronomical clock was first 
built by Bishop Bercthold of Birch- 
egg In 35152, and was completed 
two years later by. Bishop John of 
Uchtcnberg. The clock originally oc- 
cupied the space facing that which It 
occupies at present In the southern 
transept. Besides various astro- 
nomical devices Indicating the true 
solar time. It has a, great planetarium 
In which the revolution of the planets 
is represented, so that the relative 
position of each at any time can be 
seen at a glance. Then, on an ele- 
vated platform, are moving figures 
representing the four ages of man. 

On a still higher platform is a nat- 
ural-sized figure of Jesus, and at noon 
the twelve apostles pass before the 
feet of their muster, bowing low. As 
Peter passes, a large and jnnrveH 
ously lifelike cock flaps his wings, 
mules his feathers and crows three 
times very loudly and naturally. The 
clock was definitely completed In 1574, 
to be destroyed during the revolution 
of 17S9. But In 18-12, a Strassburg 
artist named Schwlelgue built the 
clock which still exists and Is a faith-

This period coincides with a great 
development In the line arts. It was 
then that Gotfrled of Strassburg, the 
first Alsatian poet of the middle ages, 
was scribe In his native town, and 
Brwln of Stclnbach; artist and archi- 
tect, undertook to build the eathedral 
on. the' site of the former basilica, 
erected about G70 A. I), on. a cpot 
when; once stood a temple dedicated 
to Hercules. 

The original plan of Master Envln 
has not been faithfully followed, and 
It must be admitted that the edifice 
has lost nothing through this, but has 
rather gained considerably. He had 
conceived of a facade two stories In 
height, dominated by two towers of 
equal height. It was, however, many 
years later that the cathedral was 
completed, and the two towers were 
welded together at the height of the 
first story, the left tower alone being 
finished. Its delicate openwork spire— 
a marvel of sculpture— rising 142 me- 
ters above the earth. The, threefold 
portal, giving access to the three 
Gothic naves, Is decorated by a multi- 
tude of remarkable sculptures. 
The great tower was finished in 

1439, under t\ie direction of John 



enjoyed u prosperity of which some 
Idea can be gained lrom the numer- 
ous monuments which were erected at 
that period. Many of these still exist, 
especially those old houses which 
abound In the little narrow streets In 
the neighborhood' of the cathedral, 
where many picturesque old sign- 
boards bear evidence to the past. The 
Boecklin house, which once belonged 
to ff noble family of lower Alsace, Is 
among the most celebrated of the 
period. The courtyard of this house 
contulns n magnificent stone staircase, 
and It also possesses a particularly 
line Renaissance doorway. The House 
of tho Crow, doting from the four- 
teenth century, Is famous for Its re- 
markable courtyard, unci It Is said that 
Frederick the Great lodged there In 
1740.' The House of the Dragon, re- 
cently demolished, was In the four- 
teenth century the residence of the 
Knights of Endlngen; whilst the fa- 
mous Kamerzcll house on the Cathe- 
dral place, dating from 1407, Is of 
world-wide renown. Its three stories 
were built at successive periods; but 
colffed with Its high, slanting roof, so 
characteristic of Strassburg, It rather 
resembles an Immense dovecote with 
Its many windows. 

Daring' the . thirty years' war, iglsace 
fell under, the rule of France; Strass- 
burg became French on the 30th of 
September, ' 1081, whilst the annexa- 
tion was definitely ratified by the 
Peace of Ityswlck In 1007. Vnubnn 
personally directed the construction of 
the citadel In -1082. But his .fortlOen- 
tlons, strong ns they were, could not 
resist the intensely terrific bombard- 
ment to which the Germans subjected 
the old city In August nnd September, 
1870, and Strassburg was obliged to 
capitulate after barely a month's re- 
sistance, i During the shelling of the 
city, many of Its finest public edifice's 
which were for the most part of the 
eighteenth century, were destroyed. 
Amongst these figured the magnificent 
library.

ATTACK BOLSHEVIKI. 



Send Troops to Frankfort Through 

Neutral Zone With Consent 

of French. 

Cohlenz. April 4.— German troops 
opposite the Oobtonz bridgehead tire 
moving -toward Frankfort, where a 
Spartacnn revolt has been causing dis- 
order. 

Before entering Frankfort, which is 
in the neutral /.one beyond the French 
bridgehead based on Mayonce, the 
German military authorities had to ob- 
tuln. permission from the French Tenth 

army. 

According to. Information reaching 
American headquarters here, the trou- 
ble, in Frankfort became serums Tues- 
day. The. workmen formed groups In 
the streets and eventually a mob of 
more than 30.000 began parading 
through the streets. The mob stormed 
a large warehouse and the members 
helped themselves to the food stored 
there. Hundreds tilled baskets and 
sacks with food of various kinds. 

Street lighting followed an attempt 
bv the local authorities to gain con- 
trol of the situation. The German 
troops opposite the American bridge- 
head won* then called on for help.

HOLD RHINE UNTIL FOE PAYS

DEMANDS HELD MODERATE 

Germans Not Dissatisfied Over Amer- 
ica's Claim for War Indem- 
nity. 

Berlin, April 8.— America's demands 
for an indemnity were much more 
moderate than Belgium's, France's or 
Britain's, according to the North Ger- 
man Gazette. Germany could not pos- 
sibly pay * 10,000,000,000, ' the" news- 
paper states', adding that Germany Is 
already exposed to bolshevlsm and 
starvation because of the allied block- 
ade. 



Paris, April 4.— The council of four 
lms virtually decided, according to in- 
formation from French sources, that 
the left bank of the Uhlne will be neu- 
trail/.od until Germany has paid the 
Indemnities fixed by the peace confer- 
ence. 

It is understood that French and Bel- 
gian troops will hold this territory, the 
United States claiming It to be Impos- 
sible to leuve American troops In Eu- 
rope after the signature of the peace 
treaty, and England having Insufllclont 
effective troops to maintain garrisons 
along the llhinc. 

It Is surmised that the visit of King 
Albert of Belgium to Paris was n»t 
unconnected with the share that Bel- 
gian troops will be asked to under- 
take In this territory. 



REGION S AID TO BE IC E-BOUND 

Entente Columns 'Attacked by Over- 

whelming Army Which Vows to 

Drive Them Into Sea — 

Ice Cuts Off Retreat 



London, April 15.— The .American 
and allied troops In the Ice-bound 
areas' of the Archangel region are In 
grave danger. This Is the word from 
the war office here. 

The forces in Archangel, which in- 
clude between 3,000 and 4.000 Ameri- 
cans, mostly from Michigan and 
Wisconsin], are being attacked by o 
bolshevik army of overwhelming 
strength, which has vowed to drive 
them Into the sea. 

The retreat of the allied and Amer- 
ican army is blockaded by the Arctic 
winter and the bolshevlkl apparently 
are determined to exterminate them 
If possible before spring permits re-.' 
enforcements already congregating at 
Archangel to roach the front 

Archangel, April 5.— Bepeated bol- 
shcvikl attacks along the front line 
and both the right and left Hank po- 
sitions controlling Odozerskaia were 
repulsed by allied forces. 

The Americans, French, British and 
Busslans who, either separately or to- 
gether, are holding positions through- 
out this territory, which is a little 
over 100 miles south of Archangel,; 
have everywhere held their lines in- 
tact. * • 

The bolshevlkl, in spite of their 
heavy losses, attacked the railroad ( 
front south of Odozerskaia at ten 
o'clock In the morning, hut they 
failed. 

Allied forces east of Bolshoia 
Ozern, where Americans, Russians 
and British are lighting, were under 
attack all day at a point about fifteen 
miles west of Odozerskaia and four 
separate assaults were* mude there 
again early in the morning. 

All broke,- down under the allied 
fire. According to bolshevik prison- 
ers, the enemy Is somewhat demoral- 
ized because of his heavy losses dur- 
ing the Inst two days. 

London. April H.— The bolshevlkl de- 
livered an attack on the Archangel 
front without artillery preparation 
during the last forty-eight hours, but 
were beaten off with a fair. amount of 
losses, according to news received 
here. The allies' losses were slight 
The attack occurred at Bolshoia 

Ozera. ; ■• 

Paris, April 5.— The situation in the 
Archangel region In northern Russia 
has been forcibly brought to the at- 
tention of the peace conference by 
the publication In Paris of the British 
statement that the troops iu the Mur- 
mansk and Archangel districts were 
In danger of extermination unless they 
were speedily re-enforced. Brig. Gen. 
W. P. Richardson, U: S. A.. Is on his 
way to take command of the Ameri- 
can forces In nortli Russia and is ex- 
pected to reach Murmansk with 200 
soldiers In a few days. There is ap- 
parently no change, however, In the 
avowed Intention to take the Ameri- 
can troops out of the region at the 
earliest possible date.

while every one of his coworkers sent from England by Wesley went back to 
the mother country. 

"The seashore and the great river banks had the Important settlements of 
America. Many of them would have" furnished a suitable home for a bishop, 
hut this he did not desire nor would he have It. He believed that the outposts 
of American civilization should be the outposts of Methodism. He would bo 
n commander to lend a charge rather than to order an advance made., So from 
1784, .when he was ordained a bishop, till 1810, when he passed to his reward, 
no road was too long to travel, no river too turbulent to cross, no storm too 
fearful to venture, no savage that he would not face, no civilized man or mob 
he would not confront. . 

"At the Saratoga general conference In May. 1010, on the commemoration 
of the centennial. of Bishop Asbury's death, Judge Henry Wade Itogers In a 
masterly address, said : 

"'Asbury preached about 10,500 sermons; traveled about 270,000 miles, 
most of It on horseback, some of It on foot; presided In 224 annual confer- 
ences, and ordained more than 4,000 preachers. In addition, he was writing 
more than 1,000 letters a year/"

December 31 Be the National Wedding Day? 

YOUNG men contemplating matrimony will do well to bear In mind tho 
latest Interpretation of the law. The man who was married at any time 
during 1018. a commissioner has ruled, Is entitled to tax exemption for a wife 

,for a full year. Thus, he whose cere- 
mony took place at 11 p. in., December 
ill, 1018, wins all of his $2,000 exemp- 
tion — less, of course, the wedding ex- 
penses. On the other hand, lie who 
married at 1 a. in., January l, 1918 
(and likely enough there were some 
such), might Just us well have been 
married way back In 1017. 

In Denver an enterprising reporter 
took a look at the 1018 marriage rec- 
ord and found that l.'l couples were 
$ married on December 81. Denver has 

a population of 200.000. This is to say that December ill there was one mar- 
rlage to 20,000 people. If there were marriages December 81 all over the 
country' In the same proportion among our 110.000,000 people, the total .-woe 
G,r»00. As each marriage, carried with it an exemption of §2,000. the aggre- 
gate exemption was §11,000,000. In short,£<i*e account stands. thus: Tax exemp- 
tions, $11,000,000, .without the expense of wives for a year mid with only 
wedding expenses to be. considered. 

Will this bring about a radical change in the popular wedding season* 
Will December hereafter be the season of brides. and June be thrown Into the 
discard? Will December "81, be tin? one great marrying day of the whole year7 
Will It come to be the big national holiday of the year, bigger than Christmas, 
the Fourth of July and Thanksgiving day? Will- it be combined with New 
Year's day lu a double holiday? 

The ou]y trouble with this profound mathematical calculation and the 
deductions therefrom is that brides are* in the .habit of setting the wedding 
dny. And little the -bridegrooms will have to say about it, tax exemption or 
no tax exemption, , 







United States Has $574,000,000 for Good Roads 

WITH full stnte co-operation,' according to the terms of the federal aid road 
net. the United States will have a total of at least §57*1 ,000,000. for 
co-operative road building during the next three years. The federal part of 
this fund is assured by an extra ap- 
propriation of §200,000.000 In tbe post- 
ofllce appropriation bill passed by 
congress. 

Ofllcials' of the bureau of roads, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, which administers the provisions 
of the federal aid road act and co-op- 
erates with the state governments In 
the expenditure of the money, point 
out that this amount of funds is the 
largest ever appropriated for similar 
purposes and for a slrnllar period by 

any government In the history of the world, in connection with the great 
federal aid program It is also noted that expenditures for hlghwuy work In tho 
United States this year are likely to amount to §500,000,00f) or more. On re- 
ports received from state highway departments tbe inireuu of public roads 
estimates' tho 1010 expenditures for roads and bridges at §385.000,000, or §110,- 
000,000 mora than the nvernge expenditures for 1010and 1017. 

An Important effect of the law containing the new appropriation Is that It 
broadens the definition of a rural post, road, under which class a highway had 
to qualify In order to receive the benefits of tlie federal aid act. 

The new act also raises the government limit of contribution from not to 
exceed §10,000 a mile to not to exceed §20,000 a- mile, taking account oC higher 
present costs of labor and materials; 

Of the $200,000,000 added to the funds available under the federal aid road 
net, the now law makes §0,000000 available for expenditure by the secretary 
of agriculture for "roads and trails within or partly within the nntloaal foreat^

Secretary of War Baker Announce! 

Selects' Discharge Depends on 

Speed In Getting Volunteers 

for the New Army. 

Washington, April 1).— Large num- 
bers of drafted men who 'have beea 
looking forward to early demobiliza- 
tion are doomed to disappointment 
a?,n'ny are to be kept In service for the 
full period allowed by the law, which 
Is four v months after peace has beea 
declared. 

The war department desires to keep 
[these men in service until n satisfac- 
tory number of enlistments have. been 
obtained under the general staff plan 
of Increasing the regular army to- 500,- 
000 men. 

The decision to this effect Is con- 
tained In a letter of Secretary Baker 
to Senator Reed of Missouri, made pub- 
lic here. It was written just before 
Secretary Baker left Washington for 
Europe. 

( Secretary Baker wrote that enlist- 
ments were coming In slowly and 
added: 

"As enlistments can be mude only 
up to the authorized strength of the 
regular army and this strength Is not 
sulllclent to meet all the necessities 
existing for troops, It will be neces- 
sary to retain a lnrge number of the 
selective men In the uniiy until such 
time us the war department may be 
empowered by congress to raise by 
voluntary enlistments n sulllclent num- 
ber of men to perform the duties re- 
quired." ' 

In explaining the war department's 
delay In demobilizing the men, Secre- 
tary Baker, in another purt of the let- 
ter, places the blame partly upon the 
British shipping interests, which hove 
taken their ships away for use In trade 
and for the transportation of the Brit- 
ish colonials. The letter says: 

"Practically one-half of our troops 
sent abroad were carried in British 
ships, the use of which we cunnot have 
nt the present time, as they are being 
employed In returning British colonial 
troops to their homes and In readjust- 
ing the world's food Stocks else- 
where." 

-Secretary Baker. said the troops ure 
■being returned to the United States 
as rapidly us possible, with due regard 
to- the transportation facilities and the 
necessity of maintaining an armed 
force- In Europe. He explained that It 
has been necessary to retain In the 
service a great many units of the. de- 
barkation force and of the motor 
transport corps to fadfiTSSSSv^Dovc- 
meut of troops which are to beuenio- 
blllzed. Members of the medical 
corps have had to be retained, also, In 
order that the sick and wounded may 
properly be cared for. ' On this point 
Secretary Baker says: 

"It Is no more possible to discharge 
men who have been retained for the 
purpose of performing the necessary 
work connected with debarkation de- 
mobilization, convalescent centers, 
hospitals, domestic guard, duty, avia- 
tion fields, government stores, border 
police, garrisoning Insular possessions, 
etc., than It would have been In the 
midst of the war to have moved men 
out of trenches where they were fac- 
ing tho enemy before other men were 
In their places to relieve them." 

Secretary Baker adds that General 
Pershing lias designated for return to 
tho United States 221,000 for April, 
218,000 for May and 270,000 for June, 
and that the execution of the schedule 
depends upon the available shipping. 
This would leave remaining In Europe 
September 1, the nrmy of occupa- 
tion, approximately 215,000 men. As 
to tho probable date of their return, 
Secretary Baker soys: "It cannot ut 
this time be stated when the lust 
American troops can be returned to 
the United States, because some of the 
troops may have to remain indefinitely 
In France in order to make absolutely' 
certain tho fruits of victory; discour- 
age any attempts ; 'by Germany to re- 
new hostilities and to form part of 
such temporary army of occupation as 
may be authorized as the result of lh6 
treaty of pence."
